SQUARE, A SUBDIVSION OF RECORD IN BOOK 35, PAGE 23 OF THE PLAT
RECORDS OF TRAVIS COUNTY, TEXAS; SAID 3.847 ACRES BEING MORE
PARTICULARLY DESCRIBED BY METES AND BOUNDS AS FOLLOWS:

BEGINNING at a 1/2 inch iron pipe found in the westerly right-of-
way line of Bull Creek Road (65' R.O.W.), for the southeasterly
corner of said Lot 3, same being the northeasterly corner of Lot
2 of said Georgetown Square, from which a 1/2 inch iron pipe
found for the southeasterly corner of said Lot 2 bears
S26°47'20"W, a distance of 124.76';

THENCE, N63°07'52"W, leaving the westerly right-of-way line of
Bull Creek Road, along the common line of said Lots 2 and 3, for
the southerly line hereof, a distance of 346.13 feet to a 1/2
